Town hall 
tower is 
found to 
be leaning 

WORK to pin back Welsh¬ 
pool Town Hall’s clock tower 
will be carried out this week 
after it was found to be lean¬ 
ing over the main shopping 
area by three inches. 

The town hall is currently 
surrounded by scaffolding as 
the building undergoes 
refurbishments and repair 
to the stonework and to get 
the clock working after 
pigeon droppings caused it 
to stop. 

Now workers have discov¬ 
ered the clock tower is lean¬ 
ing over the town’s main 
shopping area, Broad Street, 
by three inches. 

Robert Robinson, town 
clerk, said: “Work is on 
schedule to be completed by 
September 14 when the 
Tour of Britain comes to 
town. 

“But while they were 
working away, it was discov¬ 
ered the clock tower is hang¬ 
ing towards the street at a 
rate of about three inches. I 
am not convinced that it has¬ 
n’t always been like this, but 
we are now going to carry 
out work to get it pinned 
back as soon as possible just 
to ensure it is fine.” 

The repairwork to the 
town hall is in the region of 
£85,000 and will see the 
clock ticking again after five 
inches of pigeon droppings 
caused it to stop. 

Mr Robinson said pigeons 
had been getting into the 
clock tower for 40 years and 
grills will now be installed. 

Sadness as 
school shuts 

A VILLAGE primary school 
near Oswestry will shut its 
doors for good tomorrow 
after almost 90 years at the 
heart of the community. 

Maesbury Primary School 
is being closed by Shropshire 
Council and the 22 remain¬ 
ing pupils will transfer to 
other schools. 

Rhyn Park secondary and 
Ifton Heath primary in St 
Martins will become an all 
age school, known as St Mar¬ 
tins School. 

Maesbury head Rosemary 
Finney praised staff, parents 
and the community for try¬ 
ing save the school. 

Man dies in crash 

A 73-YEAR-old man from 
Oswestry has died in a car 
crash in Wiltshire. Richard 
Brazier died at the scene of 
the two-car collision on the 
A303 near Mere on Saturday 
afternoon. His wife, Doreen, 
72, was seriously injured.

Murdered children in town just before tragedy 


Police plea 


over Killings 

THE three children murdered at a Shrop¬ 
shire beauty spot by their father had been 
in Welshpool just days before the horrific 
discovery of their bodies. 

Youngsters, Sam, 12, Rebecca, eight, and 
Charlotte, seven, had been stabbed by their 
father, Ceri Fuller, before the 35-year-old 
man took his own life. 

Their bodies were found in the former 
quarry at Poles Coppice, Pontesbury Hill, 
on Monday. 

A Home Office pathologist carried out 
examinations on the children and estab¬ 
lished that all three died from stab wounds. 

Police were today appealing for help in 
building up a picture of where the family 
went after leaving their home in the Forest 
of Dean last Thursday.

said it was known that Fuller and the chil¬ 
dren had been in Mid Wales on the Thurs¬ 
day. 

Today police and forensic officers were 
nearing completion of their work at the 
scene, which remains cordoned off. 

He hoped the area would be re-opened to 
the public by this evening or tomorrow 
morning. 

Inquiries are continuing in Shropshire 
and Gloucestershire in a bid to establish the 


movements of the family after leaving their 
home in the Forest of Dean last week. 

Mr Jamieson said: “We know they were 
in the Leominster area at round noon on 
Thursday and then in Newtown around 
3pm. From there, they went on to the 
Welshpool area and were there just after 
3.30pm. 

“We are still trawling routes for CCTV 
opportunities to establish further informa¬ 
tion, especially about their movements.” 


Fuller was found at the foot of a 20-foot 
cliff near to where the children were found. 
It is thought he leapt to his death. 

David Fuller, the father of Ceri Fuller, said 
‘he cannot begin to imagine’ what was going 
through his son’s mind. He said: “Sam, 
Rebecca and Charlie were such charming 
individuals, brought up in an environment of 
love. We cannot begin to imagine what was 
going through the mind of this gentle man to 
drive him to such action.” 


PROBE INTO POTENT'S 
DEATH AT ORTHOPAEDIC

THE heartbroken widow of man who died of a heart attack during sur¬ 
gery at Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hospital said an investigation by the 
General Medical Council into the conduct of the surgeon involved, 
was the ‘final milestone’ for her and her young family. 

Luigi Belcuore, 43, known as Louis, who lived in Warwickshire, underwent what was 
supposed to be a relatively straightforward operation at the Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital on October 20, 2009. 

However the surgery 


ended tragically when the 
surgeon, Professor James 
Richardson, injected air into 
the knee joint, causing an air 
embolism - air in the blood¬ 
stream - which led to a mas¬ 
sive heart attack. 

A GMC fitness to practise 
hearing against Professor 
Richardson opened yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) in Man¬ 
chester with Ms Sara Lewis 
for the GMC outlining the 
case. 

Ms Lewis said Professor 
Richardson used a device 
which he had modified him¬ 
self. “The GMC feels that 
the way the equipment had 
been modified could have led 
to the air embolism,” she 
said. 

“It was his own design and 
idea, his own invention and 
his own responsibility. The 
patient should have been 
told before he consented to

be treated in this way.” Four 
weeks after his death, Mr 
Belcuore’s widow, Penny, 
discovered that she was 
expecting their third child, a 
boy now aged two. 

She said: “I have had to 
find the strength to carry on 
for the sake of our children.” 

Victoria Blankstone, a 
medical law specialist at law 
firm Irwin Mitchell, said the 


surgeon was testing new 
techniques for treating knee 
cartilage problems. 

“This was an appallingly 
tragic death which should 
never have happened,” she 
said. “Louis’ family have 
found it extremely difficult 
to come to terms with the 
way in which he died. 

“An inquest in 2011 
recorded a verdict which 
provided many answers, but 
they appreciate the need for 
a deeper investigation. 

“The hospital trust has 
admitted liability for the 
failings in his care in a civil 
case and this week’s GMC 
investigation into the con¬ 
duct of the surgeon involved 
represents the final mile¬ 
stone for the family, who 
have been determined to 
seek justice for Louis.” 

The hearing is expected to 
last about two weeks.

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MP warns 
Commons 
over milk 
price row 

A MID Wales MP has told 
the House of Commons that 
“outrageous behaviour” by 
milk processors will force 
hundreds of farmers out of 
business later this year. 

Glyn Davies, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire MR addressed 
the house about problems 
facing the country’s dairy 
farmers. 

The former dairy farmer, 
warned the house on Tues¬ 
day that many will be forced 
out of the industry for good 
on August 1, when cuts of up 
to 2p a litre on the price paid 
to farmers come into effect. 

During the debate, Mr 
Davies said: “Dairy farming 
has shaped and maintained 
the countryside of Britain as 
we know it for a century. It is 
an industry we should value 
and support. 

“Processors in this dereg¬ 
ulated, unbalanced market 
are behaving as though they 
are a cartel. 

“They are imposing 
across-the-board cuts and 
there seems to be some 
agreement between them. 
That is outrageous behav¬ 
iour. 

“The Government have to 
step in when the market is 
not working, and all of us 
know that this market is 
currently simply not work¬ 
ing. It is working in favour of 
big bullying retailers and 
processors, and it is causing 
huge damage.”

Joint administrators 
Philip Duffy and Sarah Bell 
said redundancies and store 
closures could not be ruled 
out, but the 48-strong chain 
was continuing to trade 
while seeking a buyer.

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Woman leaps to safety 
from blaze-hit home

A WOMAN had to jump to safety from a bed¬ 
room window while another had to be rescued 
by firefighters after a blaze in a terraced house 
in Oswestry. 

Investigations are still continuing into what caused the 
fire in the house in York Street in the early hours of Sunday.

Empty pub

A DERELICT Oswestry pub 
is facing demolition so that 
developers can build 19 flats 
for people on low incomes. 

The Woodlands Hotel in 
Middleton Road has stood 
empty and unused for three 
years and developers say its 
redevelopment would be an 
opportunity to provide much 
needed low cost homes. 

APPB Ltd says a year¬ 
long bid to find a new tenant 
for the pub has failed and 
has applied to Shropshire 
Council to knock down the 
pub and build one and two 
bedroom flats in its place. 

The plans say: “The site 
consists of the now derelict 
The Woodlands public house 
and surrounding parking 
and garden areas. 

“The Woodlands had not 
been a viable business for 
some time, with the brewery 
opting to close it around 
three years ago. Attempts to 
find a new tenant for the 
building failed and the site 
was put on the open market 
after around one year.” 

The site was sold for rede¬ 
velopment after about 16 
months on the market. 

The council hopes to 
decide by October 5.

Fire crews were alerted at 
about 5.20am after a couple 
walking past the terraced 
house saw flames coming 
from a downstairs room and 
heard screaming coming 
from an upstairs room. 

Neighbours tried to get 
into the house but were 
beaten back by flames before 
crews from Oswestry, 
Ellesmere and Chirk arrived. 
Firefighters donned breath¬ 
ing apparatus to rescue a 
woman in her 20s who was 
trapped in a upstairs bed¬ 
room. 

Crews took her to a wait¬ 
ing ambulance and she was 
treated at the scene before 
being taken to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital. 

A second woman escaped 
from a bedroom before fire 
crews arrived. 

The fire was contained to 
the downstairs of the house 
but smoke filled the rest of 
the building. 

Guy Williams, for Shrop¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Serv¬ 
ice, said the home had three 
smoke alarms but two had no 
batteries. He stressed it was 
important that all homes 
have at least one working 
smoke alarm per floor which 
were regularly tested. 

The cause of the fire, is not 
thought to be suspicious but 
is still being investigated. 

Oswestry fire station 
watch manager, John Davies, 
said members of Shropshire 
Fire and Rescue Service were 
visiting neighbouring houses 
to offer them advice.

Sunday 
parking 
charges 
axe urged 

SUNDAY parking charges in 
Oswestry should be 
scrapped to encourage more 
people to visit the town, a 
town councillor has said. 

Councillor Saffron Rainey 
says Shropshire Council 
should drop its fees in line 
with the free parking offered 
on the majority of the town’s 
car parks on Sundays. 

Parking run by the town 
council, including Central 
car park, the Horsemarket 
and Smithfield Street, is free 
on Sundays but motorists 
are still charged on the Fes¬ 
tival Square and Oak Street 
car parks operated by the 
unitary authority. 

Councillor Saffron Rainey 
said: “Shropshire Council 
should bring its policy in line 
with ours. To decide to con¬ 
tinue charging is a retro¬ 
grade step. 

“There is little enough to 
attract people into Oswestry 
to shop on a Sunday as it is. ” 

Shropshire Council is 
reviewing parking in the 
county with updated propos¬ 
als coming back to the 
scrutiny committee in 
August. Proposals will then 
go to cabinet in September. 

The council’s enterprise 
and growth scrutiny com¬ 
mittee chairman Councillor 
Steve Davenport, said: 
“Officers will now take our 
comments on board, talk to 
more people over the sum¬ 
mer, and come back to us 
with some revised propos¬ 
als.”

Friends pay tribute after 
husband killed in car crash

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 73-year-old man from Oswestry who 
died in a car crash in Wiltshire. 

Wiltshire police confirmed Richard George Brazier, of Pant, near Oswestry, died at the 
scene of the accident on the A303, near Mere, on Saturday. 

The 72-year-old driver of the car, Mr Brazier’s wife Doreen, was seriously injured and 
airlifted to Frenchay Hospital. 

Mave Mcmahon, a friend and colleague of Mr Brazier, said she had known him for at least 
10 years. She said Mr Brazier was active in the community and had been involved in drama 


and operatics throughout 
his life in Shropshire, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire and Stafford¬ 
shire. 

He was chairman of the 
Montgomeryshire Commu¬ 
nity Drama Association and 
liaison officer for the MCDA 
with the Drama Association 
of Wales. 

He was also a long-serving 
member of the Attfield The¬ 
atre in Oswestry and a mem¬ 
ber of Llanymynech 
Amateur Dramatic Society 
(LADS), recently playing the 
role of Thomas Savin in 
Making Tracks. 

He acted, directed and 
roduced and was also a 
ighly-respected cricket 
umpire. 

He retired from his family 
printing business three 
years ago. 

Mrs Mcmahon said: 
“Richard was a gentle man, 
a true gentleman and was 
greatly loved and respected

Counting our blessings after a trip to the capital 


IF anyone out there is questioning 
their quality of life living on the 
Shropshire and Mid Wales bor¬ 
ders take a day out to London. 

Having just spent a day in the capital city 
and travelling by our rail network I can tell 
you just how well off we really are living in 
this beautiful area. 

Packed trains were the first experience. 
Booking a seat in advance seems to make no 
difference, there is always someone sitting 
in just the seat on your ticket. That means a 
confrontation because guards are nowhere 
to be found. 

Once inside the confines of Euston Sta¬ 
tion there’s another experience awaiting 
with thousands of people racing headlong in 
pursuit of either a train or taxi. 

No-one looks at you and no-one speaks. If 
you speak to them you are viewed with sus¬ 
picion and the best you can expect is a grunt. 

Then it’s onto the tube and the indignity

of standing in such close proximity to some¬ 
one that you can count how many teeth they 
have missing. Speaking on the tube it seems 
is taboo. Don’t even consider trying to strike 
up a conversation. 

Can there be a worse transport experi¬ 
ence than a tube journey during London’s 
rush hour. 

I chose a taxi for the return journey and 
at last spoke to someone. The driver’s witty 
exchanges and voluntary tour guide assis¬ 
tance proved you shouldn’t paint everyone 
with the same brush. 


The final train journey back to Shrop¬ 
shire was no better in cramped conditions 
and with no sign of the pre-booked table. 

And if the rail network is in financial trou¬ 
ble it’s little wonder. Not once on the jour¬ 
ney from Euston to Crewe and then from 
Crewe to Shrewsbury was I asked to pro¬ 
duce a ticket. 

Oh how lucky we are. 

GLYN Davies the MP for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire has been championing the pos¬ 
itive impact the BBC has on Wales. 

Commenting on the BBC’s contribution 
to Welsh life, Glyn Davies said: “My political 
interests are Wales and things Welsh.

OUR farmers are up in arms again. This 
time they are demonstrating against falling 
milk prices which they claim threaten their 
futures. 

You have to give it to the good old farmer, 
he does like a good protest. And the unions 
certainly know which buttons to press when 
it comes to getting them on a bus to take 
their complaint to Westminster. 

But they do seem to have a genuine grouse 
this time. The knock on effect of farmers 
going out of business is something we really 
don’t want to face. I’m with them all the way.

THE legacy left by King Offa on 
Shropshire’s Marches will be the 
theme of an annual seminar 
organised by county historians. 

The sixth annual seminar organised by 
the Old Oswestry Landscape and Archaeol¬ 
ogy Project is this year entitled Ruling and 
Dividing - Offa’s Legacy in the Northern

life of Offa, the King of Mercia from 757AD 
until 796AD, and the impact he had on the 
church, culture and British history.

The best known relic associated with the 
king is Offa’s Dyke, the earthen barrier that 
runs along the border between England and 
Wales. 

Contributors will include Ian Bapty, a sen¬ 
ior projects archaeologist, who managed the 
English Heritage/Cadw initiative on the 
practical conservation of Offa’s Dyke in 
1999 to 2006 and is secretary of the Offa’s 
Dyke Association. 

His professional work currently includes 
a major English Heritage-funded archaeol¬ 
ogy and minerals extraction assessment 
study for the county of Herefordshire. 

Another speaker will be Margaret Hill, an 
independent archaeologist with a long asso¬ 


ciation with the University of Manchester 
where her interest in early medieval and 
landscape history included extensive work 
on Offa’s and Wat’s dykes. 

David Stephenson, an authority on Welsh 
medieval history, will also take part in the 
seminar. 

He has a particular interest in the north¬ 
ern Welsh March in the 12th and 13th cen¬ 
turies. 

Damian Tyler, who has carried out 
research on the Anglo Saxon kingship, 
Penda and Mercia, will also take part. 

And Martin J Rya,n whose principal 
research interests include the church in pre- 
Viking England, will also be at the event.

No sympathy for the dairy bosses 


MY husband has been farming for 42 
years. His income has only been from 
milk. We have been asked ‘do you sym¬ 
pathise with the dairy bosses?’ That is 
a big NO. 

My husband gets up at 5am to milk 
the cows. He never has breakfast 
before the cows are milked, cleaned out 
and fed. Our policy is that the animals 
are looked after better than us. 

He does not finish most nights 
before 7pm. And as you should all 
know farming is seven days a week, 365 
days a year, with no time off for a sniffle 
or the flu. Our son came home to help, 


to breed a higher standard animal with 
higher milk yields. 

His working hours are the same, 
plus getting up in the night if there is a 
cow calving or ill. Animal welfare is of 
paramount importance because, 
frankly, if you don’t take care of the 
cows, they don’t take care of you. 

The vet comes and inspects the cows 
on a monthly basis, the feet trimmer 
comes every six weeks. 

Farmers have been subject to a gov¬ 
ernment Dairy Inspector from before 
we’ve been trading, so why are the 
supermarkets emphasising the welfare 


of dairy cattle when we have always 
been subject to strict guidelines from 
the Government? 

Supermarkets and milk buyers can 
afford to employ good marketing and 
public relations people, making them 
sound as if they are genuinely con¬ 
cerned about welfare of the animals 
and organising fair prices for farmers. 
I challenge any of those people to work 
14-hour days and see if they like it 
when buyers decide that they are going 
to drop prices.

Shocked by cruel treatment of 
animals at livestock shows 


THERE are many hidden cruelties in the 
world of modern animal farming - from the 
shooting of day-old male calves to the per¬ 
manent confinement of dairy cows and goats 
inside sheds. 

As an animal campaigner I am used to 
hearing and seeing these terrible practices. 
But now a recent article in Farmers Weekly 
about dairy cows taken to livestock shows 
has shocked me all over again. 

The article says: ‘exhibitors use super 
glue as a teat sealant to boost udder confor¬ 
mation in their animals. The glue prevents 
milk leakage and makes the udder swell. 

Other techniques to increase the size of 


the udder include addicting cows to the... 
hormone oxytocin and filling the udder with 
gas before sealing it’. 

The British Veterinary Association repre¬ 
sentative also describes farmers injecting 
foreign substances into the udder with some 
cows going into anaphylactic shock as a 
result. Anyone who finds this as unaccept¬ 
able as I do, and wishes to boycott such a 
cruel industry without compromising on

Farmers are demanding a 
better deal on milk prices 


MORE than 100 dairy farmers in Mid Wales have demanded a better 
deal on milk prices - and claim they risk losing their businesses alto¬ 
gether. 

About 120 attended a meeting chaired by Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies at Welsh¬ 
pool Livestock Market this week while about 25 held banners outside the town’s Morrisons 
store afterwards. 

Many described the situation as ‘last chance saloon’ for farmers in the area who are los¬ 
ing up to six pence per pint on milk. The protest took place in the market town on Monday.

Public urged 
to back BHF 

RESIDENTS of Welshpool are being asked 
to support a new campaign to raise funds for 
the British Heart Foundation. 

The charity, which has a store in Broad 
Street, has created a special edition diary in 
partnership with international stationery 
giant Collins. 

The red diary will go on sale next month 
and 85p from each one sold will go straight 
to BHF. Collins has pledged to raise funds 
for the charity as part of an exclusive three- 
year partnership. 

Amit Aggarwal, head of corporate part¬ 
nerships at the British Heart Foundation, 
said: “The funds raised through the sale of 
the Collins BHF 2013 diaries will help us 
carry out our life-saving work and make a 
real difference to the lives of heart patients 
across the UK to help beat heart disease. 

“It is fantastic to partner with a historic 
and home-grown company like Collins to 
launch the first British Heart Foundation 
diary.” 


Mr Davies told the meeting at the live¬ 
stock market: “I think something needs to 
be done to these big, bullying, greedy super¬ 
markets. I came here to find out as many 
views as possible from dairy farmers in Mid 
Wales ready for my speech in parliament.” 

On Wednesday, more than 2,500 dairy 
farmers, including many from Shropshire 
and Mid Wales, protested in London to 
against price cuts, which they have warned 
are making their businesses unsustainable. 

Cuts of up to 2p per litre have been 
announced by major milk processors. 

Jonathon Wilkinson, NFU Cymru dairy 
board vice chairman, said: “It is last chance 
saloon now. Dairy farmers across the nation 
are losing money with every drop of milk 
they produce so we have united here today 
to voice our concerns. 

“We have come here because Morrisons, 
like Asda and the Co-operative, don’t ensure 
that dairy farmers supplying liquid milk get 
a fair price, they do not even ensure their 
farmers get a price that covers the cost of 
production. Retailers and processors have 
to take responsibility for delivering a sus¬ 
tainable supply chain that ensures all parts 
of the chain can make profit. 

Linda Corfield, who farms at Forden, near 
Welshpool, added: “This system has failed 
everybody. Dairy farmers are just dumb¬ 
founded by the events of the last two weeks. 

“We can’t wait much longer for action, 
because we won’t be here for much longer.”

Language 
handouts 
on offer 
to groups 

COMMUNITY organisa¬ 
tions in Mid Wales are urged 
to apply for a grant to pro¬ 
mote the use of the Welsh 
language. 

The Welsh Assembly is 
inviting groups to apply for 
the cash in the hope of 
encouraging more people to 
use the language. 

Using Welsh in the work¬ 
place and to help improve 
the use of the language in 
new technology and the 
media are two areas where 
people can apply for grants. 

An Assembly spokesman 
said: “This is part of a pro¬ 
gramme to get more people 
speaking Welsh both at 
home and also in businesses. 

“The main focus of the

WITH the school summer hol¬ 
idays just a week away they 
are plenty of idea for things to 
do in and around the 
Oswestry and border areas.

New classroom opens to 
cope with school's needs

A POPULAR village primary school near 
Oswestry has been extended to accom¬ 
modate its growing pupil numbers. 

Shropshire Council won planning permission ear¬ 
lier this year to build a further classroom at West Fel¬ 
ton Church of England School which has seen a 
steady rise in numbers in recent years. 

The new single storey three bay demountable 
building will help accommodate those growing num¬ 
bers at the school which has in the past had to use 
the school hall as a classroom. 

Headteacher Nicola Maddocks said she was 
delighted with the improvements at the school. 

She said: “It is absolutely fantastic and will really 
help us with our growing numbers. 

“The new building is certainly different from the 
rest of our 140-year-old school building. 

“This will allow us to extend to five classes and the 
new accommodation will be used by the reception 
and year one class in the new term in September. 

“We should actually have 84 on the roll and we are 
currently at 119 so we have had to use the school hall 
as a classroom. 

“The new building means we can have our hall 
back which will be great for the whole school. 

“We are going to have 130 on the roll in the new 
term so the additional building will really help us.” 

Mrs Maddocks said the growing numbers was a 
reflection on the teaching standards at the school. 

She said: “It is real team effort and we have won¬ 
derful staff and are supported by a great team of gov¬ 
ernors and fantastic parents. 

“We have changed how we teach at the school and 
we have changed the ethos. 

“We have had good Ofsted reports and were rated 
as outstanding by the Diocese of Lichfield so the 
team effort has been very successful. 

“The parents are fantastic and a team of them 
have decorated the school to give it a facelift. We are 
all looking forward to using the new building.”

Turbines 
‘will spoil 
views of 
the valley 

A PLAN to build wind tur¬ 
bines on farmland near 
Oswestry will spoil the pic¬ 
turesque Ceiriog Valley, 
campaigners have claimed. 

The application to site five 
turbines at Spring Hill Farm 
near the village of Selattyn 
will be small scale and will 
not affect the nearby envi¬ 
ronment, according to the 
applicants wind energy firm 
Quiet Revolution. 

In papers in support of its 
bid, Quiet Revolution says 
the maximum height of the 
turbines will be 22 metres 
and the project will con¬ 
tribute to the Government’s 
commitment to renewable 
energy sources. 

But campaigners say they 
fear the plans will spoil the 
Ceiriog Valley, described by 
Lloyd George as a ‘little bit 
of heaven on earth’. 

Weston Rhyn man David 
Andrews, who has written 
books on the area, said more 
than 200 people objected. 

He said 10 years ago cam¬ 
paigners successfully 
defeated plans for a wind- 
farm in the valley by a differ¬ 
ent applicant and said he 
hoped Wrexham councillors 
would turn down this plan. 

Mr Andrew said: “Once 
again, the beautiful Ceiriog 
Valley is being threatened by 
the potential building of 
wind turbines.” 

Wrexham Council is due 
to discuss the application on 
July 30.

He said people were now preparing for 
the start of the holiday season but the des¬ 
peration for warm weather often led to peo¬ 
ple becoming neglectful of the dangers they 
were putting themselves in. 

“In recent weeks people have been com¬ 
ing into the pharmacy talking about book¬ 
ing holidays as a last minute thought as 
plans for a holiday in this country no longer 
appeal due to the weather. 

“But people are often so excited about 
enjoying the sunshine once they get there 
they put themselves at risk of skin cancer 
by failing to put on any sun protection.

“I am especially mindful of children and 
young babies who must be covered in a high 
factor. 

“A factor 50 sun cream is a must for any 
family travelling abroad this year.” 

He said he did not want to see any repeat 
cases from last year which saw parents 
bringing children in with sun burn, often to 
the stage of blistering. 

“Sunburn can often lead to broken skin 
which increases the risk of infection,” Mr 
Gentle said. 

The superintendent pharmacist based 
next to The Caxton Surgery off Oswald 
Road said advice on how to best protect 
skin while in the sun was always on offer 
from him and his team.

Patients 
urged to 
register 
for claim 

A WARNING has been 
issued to people intending to 
register a claim for retro¬ 
spective payment of self- 
funded continuing health 
care costs that should have 
been paid for by the NHS. 

Vicky Wilson, a senior 
solicitor in the Oswestry 
office of law firm GHP Legal, 
says that due to deadlines 
imposed by the NHS in 
March people should get 
their claims in quickly. 

“If a person’s predomi¬ 
nant need is for nursing care 
the NHS is obliged to pro¬ 
vide it free of charge, irre¬ 
spective of whether the care 
is provided at home, in a pri¬ 
vate nursing home or in a 
hospital,” she said. 

“Unfortunately the NHS 
does not always make this 
clear. Nor have they widely 
publicised the deadlines for 
retrospective payment 
claims. 

“A further problem is that 
the eligibility criteria are 
high and care funding is an 
extremely complex process 
which the average person 
may find extreme difficulty 
to deal with unless they have 
expert guidance. ” 

Claims for people who 
paid for their care between 
April 1, 2004 and March 31 

2011 must be registered 
with the NHS by September 
30. Claims for care between 
April 1 2011 and March 31m 

2012 must be registered by 
March 31 2013.

What will forthcoming automatic pension scheme enrolment mean for a small business? 

Q. I run a small business and have been reading more and more about having to automatically enrol my employees into a pension scheme. What does this mean for me? 

A. The Government estimates that millions of people are not setting aside a sufficient proportion of their salary in readiness for retirement. Part of the problem is perceived to 
be that currently employees without the benefit of an occupational pension scheme are not required to make their own arrangements. Therefore, starting from 01 October 2012 
employers will need to automatically enrol workers into a pension arrangement that meets minimum quality standards. It is hoped this will mean that more workers save for a 
pension, but the likely consequence for employers is that pension costs will increase. 

Although eligible workers can opt out of the pension arrangements they are unable to do so until after auto-enrolment. It therefore follows that employers have no choice but to 
grasp this nettle. 

There is a phased implementation of pension auto-enrolment. The start date for each employer depends upon the number of eligible workers in the employera€™s PAYE scheme; 
auto-enrolment commences for the largest employers on 01 October 2012 with all employers to be participating in the scheme by 01 February 2018. This is, however, not as 
straightforward as it may seem. For example, it is possible that some workers will be eligible for pension auto-enrolment even though they are not PAYE employees. There are also 
additional obligations on employers, such as informing all workers about automatic enrolment. There are also more employment protection safeguards that employers will need to be 
aware of. 

The pension auto-enrolment scheme will be overseen by the Pensions Regulator and there is a great deal of useful information 
available from its website. However, employers need to be aware that pension auto-enrolment is coming and they need to be ready.

Review of

LANDOWNERS and organ¬

“SAMDev’s preferred options have failed 
to make clear allocations of employment 
land and this is considered to be a serious 
omission and is a matter of great concern to 
the town council. 

“It is unreasonable to expect general sup¬ 
port for housing growth without firm assur¬ 
ance that the town had the capacity to 
accommodate a level of employment growth 
commensurate with its role as Shropshire’s 
second largest employment, commercial 
and administrative centre. 

“Shropshire Council is urged to make 
rapid progress in resolving this matter.” 

Town councillors also agreed which parts 
of Oswestry should be developed for hous¬ 
ing, the report said. 

Those included land at Whittington Road 
which is currently used by timber firm 
Richard Burbidge and the councillors also 
supported plans to develop parts of eastern 
Oswestry for housing and leisure.

project is 
planned 
at castle 

A £200,000 project has been 
launched to help a castle on 
the Shropshire/Welsh bor¬ 
der celebrate the life of Lord 
Howard de Walden and the 
legacy that he left the area. 

Work will be carried out at 
Chirk Castle near Oswestry 
to transform the east wing 
over the next two years. 

Between the first and sec¬ 
ond world wars, Lord 
Howard de Walden, the then 
12th richest man in Britain 
and known to his family as 
‘Tommy’, took up residence 
at Chirk Castle. 

Recognised as the last 
great patron of the Welsh 
arts for his formidable sup¬ 
port of Welsh cultural insti¬ 
tutions such the National 
Eisteddfod and a number of 
leading Welsh artists and 
writers, historians say his 
life and work has not been 
fully celebrated. 

The two-year project 
funded by the Howard de 
Walden family and the 
National Trust will see five 
key spaces in the castle 
transformed to tell the fam¬ 
ily’s story. The exhibitions 
and displays will be open to 
visitors in late September. 

“We really wanted to 
reflect this key part in Welsh 
history, so we’re working to 
redisplay much of the cas¬ 
tle’s east wing to give visi¬ 
tors a taste of Tommy 
Howard de Walden’s life at 
Chirk,” said Carolyn 
Latham, of the National 
Trust owned attraction. 


Coma survivor Sarah proves 
the medical experts wrong 


DOCTORS said Sarah Davis would never walk again or be able to 
learn after she was taken to hospital on the edge of a coma. 

But she has proved all the experts wrong this summer by abseiling down the fire tower 
in Oswestry to raise cash for charity. 

She is also about to embark on a three-year degree course in psychology. 

The 26-year-old, currently living at the neurodisability unit at Meadowbrook Care Home 
in Gobowen, is one determined woman. She has looked the dark days in the face and not 
allowed them to rule her life. 


Through hard work and positivity she is 
now waving them goodbye as she walks into 
a bright future. 

Brought up in Leicestershire, Sarah left 
school and started working as a catering 
assistant in a Bupa hospital. In time she met 
someone and moved with him to Shropshire, 
where he was originally from. 

But after a while she was overcome by 
problems and began drinking more than she 
should. She also developed anorexia. Aged 
19 years old she stopped leaving her flat. 

Found almost in a coma in 2007 she was 
rushed to Shrewsbury hospital where she 
stayed for almost a year. 

Rehabilitation 

She said: “I had a job for a couple of years 
but I became unwell and didn’t leave my flat 
very much. I don’t remember when I was 
sent to hospital. I was almost in a coma. 

“Doctors told my mum I would never walk 
again, never get out and about and never 
learn again. I quite like that I proved them 
wrong. If you don’t try you can’t do that.” 

She was moved from Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital to the neurodisability unit at 
Meadowbrook to start her rehabilitation. 

Staff helped her to continue to work with 
movement skills, exercises and an intensive 
physiotherapy programme. She was also 
encouraged to start learning again. 

She was offered support to go to Walford 
and North Shropshire College. 

“It was terrifying,” she said. “But I got

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lots of support from Meadowbrook. I was in 
a wheelchair and lots of people commented 
on it at college.” 

She is now using a relater to help her to 
walk and is working with a physiotherapist 
three times a week with a view to start walk¬ 
ing steady on her feet. 

She recently completed an abseil in 
Oswestry and has also taken part in other 
charity events including Cancer Research 
UK Race for Life, Hope House Children’s 
Hospice’s Santa Run and events for Macmil¬ 
lan Nurses. 

“My family are really proud of me,” said 
Sarah, who wants to work in clinical psy¬ 
chology and believes she will be able to 
inspire and help others. 

“I get a sense of achievement. I feel 
pleased that I have done things and that I 
know I am going to do more. 

“You have got to look at the light side of 
life. I could feel down. I have decided not to 
be like that. You have to keep on trying. You 
don’t know what you can or can’t do until 
you try.”

THEY say birds are important for us. Why so? 
Well there are of course many reasons. 

Birds help with insect and rodent population control, 
they distribute seeds, they are food sources for other ani¬ 
mals upon which we depend or delight. 

The bird watching industry is a growing economic force, 
societies value birds for economic, cultural, ethical and spiri¬ 
tual reasons and birds are indicators of the state of the envi¬ 
ronment. 

But perhaps most importantly of all, birds are the easiest 
and ‘everyday’ source of that deep-seated desire to see nature 
at work. ‘Everyday’ that is unless you live in a flat without a 
garden, correct? 

Well no, for there is one bird in particular that is not only to 
be found scurrying around on our roofs, in our gutters and on 
our window sills, but on our pavements and especially in our 
car parks; and I’m not talking about the dreary pigeon. 

So how about some clues? The bird in question is the 
national bird of Latvia, a small passerine in the family 
Motacillidae and breeds in much of Europe, Asia and parts of 
North Africa. 

It is an insectivorous bird of open country, often near habi¬ 
tation and water. It prefers bare areas for feeding, where it can 
see and pursue its prey. This is the main reason that, in urban 
areas, it has adapted to foraging on large open spaces, such as 
car parks. It’s the White Wagtail. 

‘White’ Wagtail? Those of you who may still be puzzled, fear 
not, your puzzlement is well-founded, for we do not find 
‘white’ wagtails in Shropshire. 

However, within the white wagtail species, there is a sub¬ 
species, the Pied Wagtail and it’s this delightful little creature 
that shares our pavements with us. Indeed, happily I was 
recently called upon to paint a pied wagtail for the soon-to-

Learning 
service 
decision 
is to stay 

THERE IS ‘no serious 
prospect’ of overturning the 
decision to shut Oswestry’s 
Learndirect service, council¬ 
lors were told at a meeting. 

The education service, 
which has helped hundreds 
of people into employment 
and learn new skills, is set to 
close in September after 
Learndirect announced it 
would not be renewing its 
contract with Walford and 
North Shropshire College. 

Courses run by Learndi¬ 
rect in other Shropshire 
towns will also be lost. 

College principal Andrew 
Tyley wrote to Oswestry 
councillors to express his 
disappointment. He said: 
“We have been informed by 
Learndirect that our con¬ 
tract will not be renewed 
from August 2012. 

“Despite our appeal it 
appears that this time there 
is no serious prospect of 
overturning the decision, 
which is really disappointing 
after such tremendous sup¬ 
port from all our partners. 

“During the last year we 
have struggled to attract 
sufficient new learners and 
also found aspects of the 
Learndirect employability 
skills portfolio difficult to 
manage. 

“We are fully committed 
to supporting Job Centre 
Plus in our work for the 
unemployed and will, I am 
sure, be able to develop this 
work despite the loss of 
Learndirect.”

Loco's homecoming raised hope 
of a revival for historic railway

IT was a homecoming to give 
Oswestry folk the vapours. 

On October 16, 1999, the Ditcheat 
Manor steamed into Oswestry to stoke up 
interest in ambitious plans to reopen a 
stretch of railway line in the new millen¬ 
nium. 

After more than three decades away, 
the locomotive returned to run on a line 
through the town to highlight plans by 
the Cambrian Railways Trust. 

The Ditcheat Manor was found in a 
scrapyard in Barry, South Wales, and had 
been restored by its owner, Ken Ryder, 
who hoped it would become one of the 
locomotives that would run on a heritage 
railway line from Gobowen to Blodwel if 
the ambitious plans of the trust became 
reality. 

“The trust has bought the eight-and-a 
-half-mile track from Railtrack and hopes 
to see trains running on the line once 
more in the new millennium,” said a con¬ 
temporary newspaper report. 

To mark the occasion, somebody dug 
out an old photo showing railwaymen 
based in the Oswestry sheds with the 
locomotive years beforehand, perhaps in 
the early 1950s. 

With the passage of time, it was only 
possible to put names to some of the 
faces.

library/general purpose 
space for small group work.” 

The proposals for the new 
building show the classroom 
would be placed next to the 
nursery, which Mr Eglin 
believes would help with 
youngsters moving up from 
pre-school into school. 

Mr Eglin said: “It would 
be a big advantage and 
would improve our facilities 
for that important group. We 
would also have a much 
nicer outdoors learning 
area. 

“It would be a welcome 
and much-needed invest¬ 
ment in Morda.”

IFTON will aim to banish 
memories of a ‘bad day at the 
office’ tonight when they 
enter the first of a double- 
header of away fixtures 
against in-form Newport 
and Castlefields in the 
Shropshire Premier Bowl¬ 
ing League. 

Steve Robinson’s side 
were left bitterly disap¬ 
pointed last Friday when 
they were turned over 11-3 
at home by league leaders 
Chester Road.

THE rain continues to play havoc with Oswestry Cricket 
Club’s season, as Saturday’s home game against Lichfield 
became the latest to fall victim to the elements. 

And Oswestry club captain Mike Robinson says the 
weather is posing a serious threat to the club’s title aspira¬ 
tions.

Head groundsman Adrian Huxley and his team of willing 
helpers performed heroics to make sure the game started on 
time on Saturday - but just as Oswestry paceman Jonathan 
Miles ran in to bowl the first ball of the match, the rain 
started again. 

Just 3.2 overs were bowled in two brief snatches of play - 
with Miles dismissing Lichfield danger man Dean Price - 
and a torrential downpour at 3pm brought an end to pro¬ 
ceedings with the visitors on 9-1. 

Oswestry got five points for the abandonment, just one 
fewer than Penkridge and Stourbridge managed to pick up, 
and they now lie seven points behind the leaders. 

To add to Oswestry’s frustration, last Wednesday’s Birm¬ 
ingham League Twenty/20 clash at Wolverhampton was 
also called off. The teams were due to try again on Monday 
evening.

Occasionally, most of us are struck by a city 
craving - be it for some hardcore shopping or 
a serious culture kick of museums, galleries 
and theatre.

A little over an hour’s drive away from 
Shropshire, it is the third most visited city in 
Britain after London and Edinburgh and 
with good reason. 

Whether it’s shopping, culture , museums 
or music, Manchester has it all. 

It’s a friendly place with bags of personal¬ 
ity; a quirky blend of historical and uber mod¬ 
ern, traditional yet of-the-moment. Visitors 
head here for its rich history, but perhaps 
more for the way Manchester has re-invented 
itself away from it industrial roots into a mod¬ 
ern, vibrant city. 

To investigate all Manchester has to offer, 
my base was not a city centre hotel but the 
BEST WESTERN Pinewood in Wilmslow just 
10 miles away. 

This offered the best of both worlds - a 
short train journey straight into the city cen¬ 
tre and a host of other attractions close by in 
rural Cheshire. 

It may come as some surprise that all BEST 
WESTERN hotels are privately owned, sim¬ 
ply marketed together as place to stay which 
come up the high standards expected by any

discerning guest. The added bonus is you 
don’t get to stay in a homogeneous hotel chain 
where all the rooms/menus bear a striking 
resemblance - but somewhere distinctly dif¬ 
ferent that has that oh-so important personal 
touch. 

Originally a Georgian House, the Pinewood 
has a modern extension offering 58 bedrooms 
with all mod cons. It was purchased by its cur¬ 
rent owners just over a year ago, and general 
manager John Scott certainly knows the 
secret of turning a good hotel into a great one - 
customer service. 

What really sets this hotel apart is the 
friendly staff who make you feel welcome and 
relaxed from the moment you check in. Noth¬ 
ing is too much trouble, and every request is 
met with a smile. 

My friend and I arrived on a Friday evening 
after a hectic week at work, and felt instantly 
relaxed as soon as we sat down to sample the 
hotel’s Styal restaurant. 

Stunning 

Casting an eye over the a la carte menu, it 
was clear that the restaurant is up with the 
best - a stunning selection of seasonal dishes, 
including including slow roasted shoulder of 
venison casserole, with redcurrant, juniper 
berry sauce and horseradish mash; and roast 
rump of English lamb with gratin dauphi- 
noise, pea, mint puree and rosemary jus. 

There’s a good range vegetarian and 
healthy options, and where possible products 
are sourced locally. 

The table d’hote menu is surprisingly 
sumptuous - we tucked into an excellent fish 
pie packed with cod fillet, prawns and juicy 
scallops. Chef Stephen Jarvis likes to mingle 
with guests and share the secrets of his lovely 
food, so we came away with more than a few 
tips from the top. 

It goes without saying one of the bonuses of 
a weekend away is over-indulging on the food 
front, and this theme was continued the fol¬ 
lowing morning. 

Fuelled by the fabulous buffet breakfast 
which included all the components for a full- 
English, a great selection of prepared fresh 
fruit, cheeses, cold meats croissants, pastries 
and more, we headed off to Manchester Air¬ 
port Runway Visitor Centre for a guided tour 
of Concorde. 

Standing up close to this aviation icon was 


truly awesome; a very engaging guide told us 
all about the history of Concorde G-BOAC or 
‘Alpha Charlie’ as she is affectionately 
known. It was with great excitement we 
stepped inside, and back in time, to those jet 
setting days of the 1970s and 80s. Each rock 
star and member of royalty would have their 
favourite seat -1 had chosen Madonna’s. 

Then it was off to the Jodrell Bank Discov¬ 
ery Centre, home of the famous Lovell Tele¬ 
scope. 

This is a great place to bring the kids, they 
can learn all about the wonders of the uni¬ 
verse, listen to the sound of the Big Bang and 
explore the invisible universe using interac¬ 
tive technology. In addition, there’s 35 acres of 
gardens for families to explore. 

Picturesque 

If enjoying the great outdoors is your idea of 
fun, then a short drive away is Tatton Park. 
Here you’ll find 50 acres of picturesque gar¬ 
dens with areas dating from 250 years ago. 

The exquisite neo-classical mansion has a 
fascinating history with its sumptuous state¬ 
rooms and austere servants’ quarters. For 
families, the adventure playground is one of 
the region’s favourites and, combined with a 
visit to the farm and parkland, makes a great 
day out. 

If you have the energy left after a day of 
exploring, Manchester has a thriving theatre, 
opera and dance scene. It is home to a number 
of large performance venues, including the 


Manchester Opera House, which feature 
large-scale touring shows and West End pro¬ 
ductions; the Palace Theatre; and the Royal 
Exchange Theatre in Manchester’s former 
cotton exchange. 

After an early dinner provided by the hotel, 
we enjoyed a performance of Cameron Macin¬ 
tosh’s spectacular new production of the 
Phantom of the Opera at the Palace Theatre. 

By day, Manchester is just as rich in culture, 
evidenced by the countless museums. A short 
tram ride to the regenerated docklands at Sal¬ 
ford Quays took us to The Lowry, an uber 
modern architectural flagship. It houses two 
theatres and an exhibition giving a remark¬ 
able insight into the artist himself. 

Neighbouring the Lowry is the Imperial 
War Museum, while in the city centre you’ll 
find the Manchester Art Gallery where you’ll 
find everything from fine art to a Levi jeans 
chair. Its collection spans six centuries and 
contains over 25,000 items. 

I’d promised myself this would be a week¬ 
end without shopping - but sadly I suc- 
combed. Stylish department stores, designer 
boutiques and vast indoor shopping centres 
with all the leading shops and restaurants 
proved too much of a lure to this recovering 
shopaholic. 

After a couple of days cramming in as much 
as we possibly could, there was only one thing 
for it. To return as soon as possible.

Trust marks 50 years, from 

tiny acorn to a mighty oak

IT’S been a 50-year battle that began armed 
with the princely sum of just £35. 

In 1962, against a backdrop of concerns over the growing 
spread of post-war development across Britain, Shropshire 
landmark the Long Mynd fell under threat of plans from a 
hydrological research organisation to afforest one of the 
‘batches’ to assess the effect on water flow. 

Amid fears that any such action would seriously damage 
the Mynd’s rich flora and fauna, which at that time included 
12 pairs of breeding ring ouzels, on July 12, 1962, Shrop¬ 
shire Conservation Trust - the forerunner to Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust - came into existence courtesy of donations 
of £20 from Caradoc and Severn Valley Field Club, £10 from 
Shropshire Ornithological Society and a £5 individual gift. 

Even in 1962 this amounted to a humble sum, but the 
group’s power lay in its people - a small, pioneering number 
of dedicated individuals that included botanists, ornitholo¬ 
gists, landowners, country sports enthusiasts and geolo¬ 
gists, all passionately driven by a common goal: to protect 
Shropshire diverse natural landscape and its wildlife. 

Last week Shropshire Wildlife Trust - which proudly took 
its place in the Cosford pageant for the Queen’s visit - cele¬ 
brated 50 years of protection and preservation of Mother 
Nature’s handiwork and continues to go from strength to 
strength. 

Proposals 

The Mynd proposals of 1962 came to nothing but the 
wheels were in motion and almost immediately the trust 
was looking to protect other county treasures. 

Amongst early projects was a move to take over The Hol¬ 
lies, on the Stiperstones, which was then used as a prison 
farm. In those days the trust could not afford to buy it when 
it came up for sale, but 40 years later an attempt to purchase 
this unique site rich in ancient trees was successful. 

Then in 1964 the trust secured on lease, and later bought, 
Earl’s Hill near Pontesbury and by 1983 had 21 nature 
reserves, including gems such as Sweeney Fen. Today its 
number of reserves stands at 37. 

John Hughes, development manager for the trust, says 
one of the keys to the success of the charity is the passion 
and dedication of its volunteers and staff. 

The trust’s founders were volunteers and the charity has 
continued to attract a fantastic array of people willing to 
give them time, skills and energy in undertaking everything 
from administrative duties to conservation work on nature 
reserves, crucially conducting vital data surveys to help 
monitor any changes in habitat. 

Mr Hughes says: “I think that there would have been a lot 
of things lost if it wasn’t for the work of the trust. I think 
that the most powerful tool we have is information gained 
through bothering to go out and collect data, and through 
having good information on what was happening to our 
wildlife we have been able to influence all sorts of inappro¬ 
priate developments and also attract investments into the 
area such as the agri-environmental scheme.”

A massive two-year field survey of the county was under¬ 
taken from 1978-1980. Scouring over a million acres, the 
survey yielded rich information about the county’s best 
wildlife areas. The information was then used to designate 
500 priority conservation sites, now known as Wildlife 
Sites. 

In the history of the trust there are recurring themes, and 
protecting ancient wild peatlands is one of them. In the late 
1980s the third largest raised bog in England, the Fenn’s, 
Whixall, complex, was threatened with industrial-scale peat 
extraction. 

Members of Shropshire Wildlife Trust campaigned furi¬ 
ously and effectively: the Moss was saved and designated a 
National Nature Reserve in 1990. 

Elsewhere, the project ‘Back to purple’ was probably the 
first landscape-scale conservation scheme in the country. In 
1998, a partnership of organisations including Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust, English Nature, the Forestry Commission 
and local landowners, set out to restore heathland along the 
Stiperstones ridge. 


But it is not just the rural landscape that members aim to 
preserve and the trust has campaigned long and hard for the 
retention of the green and wild spaces in Telford and 
Shrewsbury. 

It is appropriate that in its 50th year the trust won the 
Shropshire Star’s prestigious Pride of Shropshire Award 
2012 in the Environment Champion category and on the 
very day of its anniversary Trust representatives were 
guests at the Queen’s visit to RAF Cosford. 

The success and legacy of the work of the trust is proof 
that Shropshire is a county where people care passionately 
about its unique environment. 

Fifty years after its humble £35 beginnings with a hand¬ 
ful of like-minded enthusiasts, Shropshire Wildlife Trust is 
now a multi-million pound concern with 10,000 members. 

Mr Hughes said: “People do care very deeply about their 
environment here and treasure what’s different about it. 

“We are now turning over £1.5m a year and have 40 paid 
people working for us, 400 volunteers and 10,000 members. 
We have grown a bit!”

Show will mark 
70th anniversary

PREPARATIONS are taking place 
for a landmark village show by a 
popular gardening club, celebrat¬ 
ing its 70th anniversary this year. 

Pontesbury & District Gardeners’ Associa¬ 
tion will be holding the event on August 25 at 
Pontesbury Public Hall, with a number of spe¬ 
cial events planned to mark the anniversary. 

The group formed in January 1942 during 
World War II with an initial 20 members, with 
its numbers quickly growing to almost 80 peo¬ 
ple. 

Since then, the organisation has gone on to 
prosper and now has almost 250 members 
signed up. 

As part of next month’s celebrations, the 
floral art section of the show will have the 
number 70 as one of its themes, while prizes 
will be presented by the daughters of two of 
the original committee members - Peggy 
Gilder, daughter of Bill Gough, and Mary 
Jones, daughter of Don Heath. 

On the day, exhibits will be judged on Sat¬ 
urday morning, with the show opening to the 
public from 2.30pm with prizes due to be pre¬ 
sented from 4pm. 


A spokesman for the association said the 
group has a rich history, with its annual shows 
dating back to August 1942. 

“One of the first meetings was shown an 
instructive film entitled Gardens at War and 
other meetings concentrated on growing food, 
a particular necessity for wartime Britain,” 
he said. 

“After the first meeting a collection was 
taken for the Red Cross appeal, a tradition 
that continues today with the Association 
donating several hundred pounds to charity 
each year. 

“In April of that year it was proposed to 
hold a horticultural show in August, and in 
May a dance was held in the Public Hall to 
build up funds to finance this. The first show 
was held on August 29 1942 in the Public Hall. 

“Now the main function of the association 
is as a co-operative, buying garden consum¬ 
ables in bulk and reselling to members at 
rates lower than are normally found in retail 
outlets. Initially this was located in a bor¬ 
rowed garage, but is now located in an old rail¬ 
way building by the old line in Pontesbury, 
renamed the Trading Post and, as 70 years 
ago, is run entirely by volunteers.”

Cupboard bought 
for £33 auctioned 
for a cool £3,800 


AN impressive piece of fur¬ 
niture bought from a Welsh¬ 
pool retailer for just £33 in 
the mid-19th century has 
sold for £3,800 at auction in 
Shrewsbury. 

The oak crossbanded 
mahogany combined clock 
cupboard went under the 
hammer at Halls’ auction of 
antique furniture, ceramics 
and works of art at the Welsh 
Bridge saleroom, in Shrews¬ 
bury, on Wednesday. 

Andrew Beeston, Halls’ 
senior auctioneer and val¬ 
uer, said he believed the 97in 
wide by 106in high cupboard 
may have been made using 
oak from the Powis Estate 
near Welshpool. 

The piece has a 17in 
enamel clock face, which 
was signed ‘Hay, Shrews¬ 
bury’ and believed to have 
been the work of clock and 
watchmaker Thomas 
William Hay. 

A label inside the trunk 
revealed its original value 


and stated: “Bought off 
Andrew and Son, Cabinet 
Makers and Upholsterers, 
High Street, Welshpool, 
December 4, oak kitchen 
piece, country style £33 10- 
0 .” 

The cupboard, which was 
purchased by a private 
Shropshire bidder, was con¬ 
signed by a Welsh border 
vendor, who also saw a 
Montgomeryshire oak 
dresser fetch £2,100 and a 
rare English slipware circu¬ 
lar press moulded dish sell 
for £3,000, double its pre¬ 
sale estimate. 

A dish with a similar pat¬ 
tern, which is believed to 
have been made in Shrews¬ 
bury in 1750, is on display in 
The Potteries Museum, 
Stoke on Trent. 

“Very few slipware bowls 
of this age survive without 
damage,” said Mr Beeston. 
“This one was exactly what a 
collector is looking for, as it 
was in good condition.”

Bishop back and targeting

SHREWSBURY’S overseas ace Ryan Bishop is targeting an injury free 
second half of the season and scoring plenty of runs to help propel the 
London Road club up the Birmingham League premier division table.

But Bishop, 25, insists he is now raring to go and he’s determined to play a leading role 
in an anticipated Shrewsbury revival before returning home to pursue a career in first class 
cricket with Gauteng in South Africa.

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“It’s been quite a frustrat¬ 
ing season so far with injury 
and the weather,” admitted 
Bishop, an opening batsman 
and wicketkeeper. “It’s one 
of the worst summers I can 
remember over here with 
the weather and that hasn’t 
helped the consistency of the 
side. 

“I had a net last Friday 
night and the finger’s a lot 
better than it was. I don’t 
know if I will keep wicket yet 
but I’m okay to bat and I’m 
looking forward to being 
injury free and getting some 
runs. 

“We’ve got to try and 
string a few wins together 
and get up into mid-table. 

“We’ve thrown opportuni¬ 
ties away this season. The 
recent game at home to 
Brockhampton was an 
example as we didn’t bat 
well enough and lost a game 
we would have won easily in 
the past.” 

Despite his frustrations, 
Bishop, born in Johannes¬ 
burg, continues to love play¬ 
ing for Shrewsbury having 
developed close links with 
the club. 

He first came to the club’s 
attention when he was at 
studying at Cardiff Univer¬ 
sity with Shrewsbury all- 
rounder Rob Foster. 

Bishop was looking for a 
new club after a season play¬ 
ing in north London for 
Finchley in the Middlesex 
League and Foster sug¬ 
gested he should head north 
to Shrewsbury. 


The rest, as they say, is 
history with Bishop now 
firmly established as a popu¬ 
lar figure in the London 
Road dressing room having 
played a starring role in 
helping Shrewsbury win the 
Birmingham League title for 
the first time in 2010 and 
then be crowned as National 
KO champions last year. 

“I was good friends with 
Rob at Cardiff and he said 
there was an opportunity to 
come to Shrewsbury and 
play,” recalled Bishop. “It’s 
been very enjoyable with 
winning the league and the 
National KO both major 
highlights.” 

Owing to a change in his 
circumstances, this is 
Bishop’s first season at 
Shrewsbury with the over¬ 
seas tag which, he admits, 
brings a little added pres¬ 
sure. 

But it’s nothing he cannot 
handle having impressively 
played first class cricket in 
Zimbabwe earlier this year 
for Mashonaland Eagles as 
their overseas professional. 

He said: “A family friend 
back home had a few connec¬ 
tions out in Zimbabwe and 
said this club were looking 
for an overseas professional. 


“At the time I wasn’t get¬ 
ting many chances to play 
for my province so I thought 
I would go and give it a go 
and see how it went.” 

When he returns home to 
South Africa from Shrews¬ 
bury this year, though, he’s 
hoping to hold down a regu¬ 
lar place in first class cricket 
for Gauteng. 

He’s currently waiting for 
a contract offer but he’s opti¬ 
mistic that should arrive 
soon. 

He enjoyed the taste of 
first team cricket he had 
with Gauteng in the last 
domestic South African sea¬ 
son and he’s keen for more 
opportunities to show what 
he can do at that elevated 
level. 

“I’m just waiting to hear 
on my contract back home,” 
said Bishop, who is currently 
living in Frankwell and 
coaching some of Shrews¬ 
bury’s young cricketers. 
“There could be greater 
opportunities with my 
province next season. 

“It’s a very good standard, 
equivalent to the County 
Championship in this coun¬ 
try, and playing in it has def¬ 
initely been the highlight of 
my career so far.”
